'For the four years the writer has managed this 
business the net profits have never exceeded 10 2-5%. 


We believe any man or woman can easily see 


that we cannot give away three fourths of our profits 
(which •covers the wholesale cost of the tickets) 
for two months or more without first adding it to our 
merchandise. We would gladly do it two weeks,but 
we cannot do it for two months and over. 


Our lowest estimate sf the cost to us covering two 


months would be $2,000. We Would either have to 
raise our price or take it out of the quality of our goods. 


We are strictly a one price store. It would 


mean with us a system gf making our customers pay 
for their tickets in advance. We do not believe this 
would be fair to our patrons who do not want tickets. 


;v We are heartily enthusiastic over the success of 
the fair; We believe it will benefit Dothan and Do- 
than teritory more than any forward movement ever 
before begun; We are willing to do every thing tin 
reason for its success.
